"France to a tnonarchial form of gov- 


ernment ; Germany to a division between 
Austria and Prussia : Hungary to place 
herself in ihe rank of independent nations; 
and Rome under ihe government of the 
Pope, provided the Holy father wiii con- 
sent, and Catholic Europe wii! allow him, 
to establish his temporal sway upon mod- 
erate and liberal principles." 


This would seem to be a "true bill"— 


lamentable in some respects, especially 
as regards France, where so much hu- 
man blood will have been shed for noth- 
ing ; but glorious Hungary will stand a 
brilliant light amidst the darkness around 
her. 


The popular movements in most of the 


nations of Europe, thus far. have been 
mainly destructive of old systems rather 
lhan adapted to the formation of new 
ones. It is there—there were reconstruc- 
tion is required—that the perplexity be- 
gins. 
Men are generally prone to find 


out what they want by first discovering 
what they do not want—what they will 
not have any longer. 
At that point rev- 


olution begins. 
The present system be- 


ing felt to be intolerable, incapable of 
further endurance, a concentration of sen- 
timent and of purpose is formed upon 
that one determination —to gel rid of the 
intolerable system, in the full conviction 
that nothing worse is likely to take its 
place. 


But when revolutions grow into a hab- 


it ; when every grievance, real or imag- 
inary, is magnified into a cause of discon- 
tent and revolt; when all other means of 
redress are slighted, and a capricious, 
wanton and irritable humor is satisfied 
with nothing but the turmoil of violence 
and the conflict of arms—then, as in 
many of the South American States, and 
as it is beginning to be in Paris, republi- 
canism assumes an aspect at which the 
true friends of freedom 
must grieve, if 


they are not even compelled to blush.—
